I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  Standish  during  the  year  1940. 

The  report  has  been  drawn  up  on  the  lines  indicated  in  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2314  dated  26th  March,  1941,  and  in 
Circular  2067  dated  19th  July,  1941,  in  which  the  Ministry  stated 
that  in  view  of  the  increasing  pressure  of  work  in  the  Public  Health 
Departments  of  Local  Authorities  and  the  need  for  strict  economy 
in  the  use  of  paper.  Annual  Reports  should  be  curtailed. 

During  the  year,  considerable  extra  work  has  fallen  upon  the 
health  Department  as  a  result  of  the  Civil  Defence  Services.  These 
Services  are  working  smoothly  and  appear  to  be  adequate.  A 
detailed  report  of  them  is  not  included,  however,  for  reasons  of 
security. 

Although  this  extra  work  and  the  Emergency  Powers  (1939) 
Act  have  curtailed  health  improvements,  every  effort  has  been  made 
to  maintain  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  a  scheme  for  immunisation 
against  Diphtheria  was  introduced.  No  cases  were  completed  in 
1940,  but  at  the  time  of  writing  I  may  state  that  there  has  been 
a  very  satisfactory  response  by  the  parents  of  Standish. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  my  fellow  officials  and  members  of 
the  staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

1.  PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  SOCIAL 
CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


Standish-with-Langtree  is  situated  North  of  the  County 
Borough  of  Wigan,  which  it  adjoins.  The  Rural  District  of  Wigan 
lies  to  the  East  and  West,  whilst  the  Urban  District  of  Coppull 
lies  on  the  Northern  Boundaries.  The  maximum  distance  between 
the  boundaries  is  about  5  miles.  The  height  above  sea  level  varies 
from  88 — 375  feet. 

The  geological  formation  consists  of  black  loamy  soil,  with 
a  sandy  sub-soil  generally,  but  in  the  Eastern  parts  there  are 
considerable  stratas  of  hard  rocks.  There  are  numbers  of  seams 
of  coal  throughout  the  area. 

The  District  is  typically  Urban  in  character  and  comprises 
a  principal  centre  which  lies  on  the  main  Wigan — Preston  Road, 
and  a  small  isolated  area  to  the  South-West  known  as  Standish 
Lower  Ground.  The  chief  industries  are  Coal-Mining,  Agriculture, 
and  Bleaching  and  Finishing.

3.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  FROM  THE  AREA. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Specimens  are  sent  to  the  Bacteriological  Department  of  the 
Wigan  Royal  Infirmary  for  examination. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Fever  Hospitals  for 
removal  of  infectious  patients  to  hospital  by  their  ambulances. 
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Non-infectious  and  accident  cases  may  obtain  the  Wigan 
County  Borough  Ambulances.  There  is,  however,  a  dehnite  need 
for  a  Local  Ambulance,  preferably  under  the  control  of  the  Local 
Authority,  for  the  use  of  the  sick  of  the  district. 

HOSPITALS. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Wigan  County 
Borough  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  at  Whelley 
Isolation  Hospital  at  a  cost  varying  from  9/-  to  12/-  per  day 
according  to  the  disease,  plus  an  ambulance  charge  of  15/-. 

Agreement  with  Blackburn  Smallpox  Hospital  to  take  cases 
of  Smallpox  costs  a  retaining  fee  of  £20  per  annum. 

General  Hospital  facilities  exist  at  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  Public  Assistance  Hospitals  at  Billinge,  and  Chorley,  where 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  admission  of  maternity  cases. 

In  addition,  numerous  residents  of  the  district  make  use  of 
the  facilities  provided  by  the  Wigan  Royal  Infirmary. 

There  are  no  Nursing  Homes  in  the  Area. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council. 

A  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  provided  at  the  Methodist  Church 
Hall,  which  is  open  every  Wednesday  afternoon.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  in  his  capacity  as  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  attends  and  is  assisted  by  the  County  Council 
Health  Visitor.  Advice  on  feeding  and  the  general  health  of  infants 
and  toddlers  is  given,  while  free  milk.  Cod  Liver  Oil,  etc.,  are 
provided  in  necessitous  cases. 

There  is  no  regular  Ante-Natal  Clinic  provided  in  the  district, 
although  a  number  of  expectant  mothers  attend  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  and  receive  the  necessary  supervision. 
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One  County  Council  midwife  resides  in  the  district. 

A  County  Council  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse  under¬ 
takes  the  visiting  of  all  newly-born  infants  in  the  district. 

4.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 
AREA. 

WATER. 

Water  is  provided  for  the  district  under  an  agreement  with 
the  Liverpool  Corporation,  at  a  cost  of  bd.-gd.  per  i,ooo  gallons 
to  a  maximum  of  350,000  gallons  a  day;  beyond  this  the  cost  is 
IS.  3d.  per  1,000  gallons. 

The  water  in  an  unfiltered  state  comes  from  the  Anglezark 
Reservoir  at  Rivington  by  a  12-inch  main  to  the  Standish  Water 
Works  at  Green  Lane,  where  it  is  filtered  and  chlorinated.  The 
water  is  soft  and  of  good  qualities.  Samples  have  been  examined 
bacteriologically,  quarterly,  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

All  the  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  from  this  source, 
and  the  supply  has  been  adequate  at  all  times. 

During  the  year,  however,  steps  have  been  taken  to  provide 
a  second  water  supply  for  war  emergency  purposes.  This  consists 
of  a  pipe  line  supply  from  the  Manchester  Corporation  Thirlmere 
Aqueduct,  the  connections  being  made  at  Chorley.  The  water  is 
received  filtered  and  ready  for  use.  The  cost  is  is.  2jd.  per  1,000 
gallons  for  the  first  120,000  gallons  per  day;  above  this  figure  the 
cost  is  IS.  3d.  per  1,000  gallons,  with  a  maximum  allowance  of 
480,000  gallons  per  day. 

Connections  have  been  made  with  the  regular  water  supply 
at  the  Green  Lane  Works  so  that  the  two  supplies  are  inter¬ 
changeable. 

Satisfactory  progress  was  made  with  the  scheme  during  the 
year,  and,  in  fact,  it  has  been  completed  at  the  time  of  writing. 
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SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Standish  has  a  water  carriage  sewage  system  to  which  most 
houses  in  the  district  are  connected. 

The  Local  Authority  maintains  two  sewage  works — at  Arbour 
Lane  and  Chorley  Road,  and  two  sewage  farms — at  Fairhurst 
Avenue  and  Langtree.  All  four  are  grossly  overloaded  and  cannot 
deal  efficiently  with  the  increased  influx  of  recent  years.  Further, 
they  are  dilapidated  and  require  extensive  repairs. 

A  new  sewage  scheme  has  been  prepared  and  is  ready  for 
presentation  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  but  has  unfortunately  been 
held  up  owing  to  the  war.  However,  approximately  200  yards  of 
new  main  sewer,  which  is  included  in  the  above  scheme,  has  been 
laid  in  Bradley  Lane,  during  the  year,  in  connection  with  new 
development. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  River  Douglas,  Shevington  Brook  and  Barley  Brook 
flow  through  the  district.  These  are  inspected  periodically.  Theie 
is  some  pollution  of  River  Douglas  from  the  Chorley  Road  Sewage 
Works,  due  to  the  overloading  of  these  works  as  noted  earlier  in 
this  Report. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  are  still  a  number  of  houses  which  are  not  connected 
to  the  main  sewage  system,  and  it  is  necessary  to  urge  the  need 
for  the  abolition  of  privy  middens  and  pail  closets.  Houses  in  the 
sewered  area  should  be  connected  to  the  main  sewage  system;  while 
the  more  isolated  houses  should  have  water  closets  and  septic  tanks. 

There  still  remain  42  privy  middens  and  38  pail  closets  in 
the  district,  namely  5  houses  at  Standish  Lower  Ground,  Gidlow 
Houses  and  a  few  isolated  farms. 
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In  addition,  26  houses  have  septic  tanks;  of  these,  six  have 
unsatisfactory  tanks,  while  the  effluent  is  causing  pollution.  Efforts 
are  being  made  to  connect  these  houses  to  the  main  sewer. 

No  conversions  were  made  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

All  household  and  shop  refuse  is  removed  by  the  Council’s 
own  motor  vehicles  and  is  disposed  of  by  tipping. 

There  are  2,301  movable  ashbins  which  are  emptied  weekly, 
and  42  privy  middens  which  are  emptied  monthly. 

A  salvage  campaign  has  been  vigorously  carried  out.  Waste 
paper,  metals,  etc.,  are  collected  separately,  sorted  out  and  baled 
at  the  Grove  Lane  Depot,  which  came  into  use  during  the  year 
largely  for  this  purpose.

SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

During  the  year  37  Shop  Inspections  were  carried  out  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts  1934.  All  with  the  exception  of 
three  were  found  satisfactory.  These  three  provided  the  necessary 
washing  accommodation  after  informal  notice. 


Eleven  offices  were  inspected  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936,  Sec.  46,  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


CAMPING  SITES. 

There  are  no  camping  sites  in  the  area. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Six  smoke  observations  were  made  during  the  year,  but  no 
action  was  necessary. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public 
in  the  area. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

Slight  bug  infestation  was  found  in  eleven  houses  in  the 
district.  The  walls,  after  being  stripped  of  paper,  and  all  wood¬ 
work  were  thoroughly  sprayed  with  an  insecticide  (vermicine)  and 
the  house  fumigated  with  formaldehyde. 

When  tenants  are  removed  into  new  Council  Houses,  due 
measures  are  taken  for  the  detection  of  bed  bugs. 

5.  SCHOOLS. 

School  Medical  Inspections  are  carried  out  by  Lancashire 
County  Council,  but  since  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  the 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  responsible  for  this  work 
a  great  advantage  in  the  Public  Health  Administration  is  obtained. 
A  full  knowledge  of  the  people  and  the  needs  of  the  district  is  of 
great  help  in  the  examination  of  the  children,  and  prompt  action 
can  be  taken  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  infectious  disease. 


Close  co-operation  exists  between  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  the  teachers  and  school  attendance  officer,  who  supplies 
a  weekly  return  of  sick  children  who  are  absent  from  school. 

All  the  schools  in  the  district  are  fairly  old,  but  their  general 
sanitary  condition  is  satisfactory.  All  have  ample  main  water  supply. 

No  improvements  have  been  effected  during  the  year  with 
the  exception  of  the  provision  of  air-raid  shelter  accommodation 
at  each.

SCHOOL  CLOSURE. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  close  any  of  the  schools  during 
the  year. 

HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  SCHOOLS. 

Medical  Inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  Assistant  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  regular  intervals  and  advice  on  general 
health  problems  given. 

Unfortunately  there  is  no  School  Clinic  provided  for  the 
inspection  and  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  eye  and  ear  defects 
and  dental  caries,  although  there  is  a  definite  need  for  such 
a  clinic  in  the  area,  especially  since  the  child  population  is  steadily 
increasing.  Representations  have  been  made  to  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  to  remedy  this,  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  provide 
a  Standish  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  in  the  near  future. 
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6.  HOUSING. 

The  total  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  district  at  the 
end  of  1940  was  2,354.  There  has  been  little  change  in  the  housing 
conditions  during  the  year.  The  general  standard  is  good,  most 
of  the  older  property  having  been  dealt  with  under  the  Housing 
Acts  1930 — 36. 

The  position  with  regard  to  overcrowding  conditions  in  the 
area  is  now  satisfactory,  only  8  houses  being  noted  as  overcrowded 
during  the  year.  Two  of  these  were  relieved  by  the  Local  Authority. 
This  satisfactory  position  has  been  reached  by  the  large  number  of 
houses  which  have  been  built  both  by  private  enterprise  and  by 
the  Council  during  recent  years.  Since  1930  no  fewer  than  944 
new  dwellings  have  been  erected,  of  which  304  were  provided  by 
the  Local  Authority. 

During  1940  twelve  new  houses  were  completed.  All  of 
these  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 

Every  endeavour  is  made  to  carry  out  frequent  inspection 
of  houses  in  the  Urban  District,  but  under  present  conditions  there 
is  much  extra  work  and  the  staff  is  depleted.  During  the  year  150 
inspections  were  made  and  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  in 
the  case  of  30  dwelling-houses  requiring  repairs.  In  addition,  two 
houses  have  been  re-conditioned  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council.

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7.  INSPECTION  8C  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

All  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops  in  the  district  were 
inspected  regularly  during  the  year  about  once  a  month,  and 
generally  the  premises  were  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
A  total  of  305  visits  of  inspection  were  made.  The  cleanliness  of 
the  cows  and  milkers  is  a  point  to  which  too  much  care  cannot 
be  given.  Milk,  being  a  highly  nutritious  substance,  is  an  ideal 
culture  medium  for  germs,  and  scrupulous  care  is  necessary  in  all 
the  processes  of  milking  and  distribution  to  prevent  contamination 
and  the  spread  of  disease. 

On  the  31st  December,  1940,  there  were  registered  under 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act  1922,  and  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Order  1926: — 

30  persons  as  Cowkeepers  and  Purveyors  of  Milk, 

6  persons  as  Purveyors  of  Milk. 

Approximately  615  cows  are  kept  in  the  district  for  dairy 
purposes. 

A  total  of  305  visits  were  paid  to  dairies  and  cowsheds  during 
the  year.  In  the  course  of  these  visits  67  Milk  Samples  were  taken 
for  examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli,  of  which  three  were  found 
positive.  These  were  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculous  Order  1925 
by  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  34  Methylene  Blue  Tests  for 
bacteriological  contamination  were  performed.  All  were  satisfactory. 
46  Sedimentation  Tests  were  performed.  All  proved  satisfactory. 

At  the  request  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  28  samples 
of  Milk  were  taken  from  schools  for  examination  for  Tubercle 
Bacilli.  Two  of  these  were  returned  positive. 
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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Since  January,  1940,  all  slaughtering  has  been  done  centrally 
under  Government  control.  As  a  result,  the  seven  slaughter-houses 
in  the  district  have  been  closed  down,  and  no  visits  have  been 
necessary. 

Periodical  inspection  of  meat  and  foods  exposed  for  sale  in 
shops  and  hawkers'  carts  have,  however,  been  carried  out. 

ADULTERATION  OF  FOOD. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act  1928,  and  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  1938  are  administered  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Police.  I  am  indebted  to  Superintendent  Cooke,  of  Chorley,  for

The  above  samples  were  purchased  in  the  district.  All  the 
samples  except  i  Milk  were  returned  as  “  Genuine  ”  by  the  County 
Analyst;  this  was  only  slightly  below  standard,  and  consequently 
there  were  no  Police  proceedings. 

8.  FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT  1901 
AND  FACTORIES  ACT  1937. 

No  change  has  occurred  in  the  number  of  factories  and  work¬ 
shops  in  the  district  since  last  year. 

Sixteen  inspections  have  been  made,  but  no  action  was 
necessary  on  account  of  sanitary  defects.  Conditions  were  satis¬ 
factory  and  lime- washing  had  been  carried  out  regularly. 

9.  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

i66  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  to  the  Department 
under  the  Infectious  Disease  Notification  Act,  compared  with  65 
during  1939.  The  increase  was  due  to  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough,  which  have  only  been  included  in  the  list  of  notifiable 
diseases  since  October  23rd,  1939. 

The  year  has  been  fairly  normal  and  there  has  been  no 
epidemic  of  any  infectious  disease. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

26  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notihed  during  the  year.  Of 
these,  one  was  removed  to  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notihed,  and  was  treated 
at  home.  This  child  recovered.  It  had  not  been  immunised  against 
the  disease. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  DURING  THE  YEAR  1940. 
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IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  approved  a  scheme 
for  the  free  immunisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria.  The 
scheme  was  put  into  operation  in  December,  1940,  but  no  cases 
had  been  completed  before  the  end  of  the  year.  I  am  able,  how¬ 
ever,  to  report  that  there  has  been  a  very  satisfactory  response  by 
the  parents  of  Standish,  and  the  campaign  is  being  pressed  with 
vigour. 

School  children  are  treated  at  the  schools,  with  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  head  teachers,  while  pre-school  children  are  treated 
either  at  the  schools  or  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

The  injections  are  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
assisted  by  the  School  Nurse.  The  immunising  agents  used  are 
Alum-precipitated  toxoid  to  children  under  10  3^ears  in  doses  of 
0-2  c.c.  followed  b}/  0-5  c.c.  a  month  later.  Children  of  10  years 
and  over  receive  three  doses  of  i  c.c.  Toxin- Antitoxin  Floccules  at 
intervals  of  a  fortnight.  Immunity  is  acquired  some  three  months 
after  the  final  injection. 

The  injections  are  given  in  the  upper  arm,  and  it  is  most 
unusual  for  any  reactions  to  occur  with  this  technique. 

The  children  do  not  mind  the  injections,  and  in  fact  take  a 
keen  interest  in  them  when  the  treatment  is  carried  out  in  front  of 
the  class,  as  is  frequently  done. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  notifications  received  during  the  year  under  the  Public 
Health  (T.B.)  Regulations  1930  were  as  follows: — 


Cases  and  Mortality  During  1940. 
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All  Tuberculosis  cases  were  notified  before  death  took  place 
and  generally  notification  is  prompt  and  satisfactory. 

The  County  Council  provide  facilities  for  the  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis,  and  these  services  are  fully  used  and  appreciated. 
The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  for  the  Standish  District  is  in  Mesnes 
Park  Terrace,  Wigan,  and  patients  may  be  referred  there  for 
examination  by  their  own  doctor  or  by  the  School  Medical  Officer. 
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
